“Jordan is concerned that the solu- 
tion should be honourable and just, 
eecepted by the coming generations 
and not based on current circum- 
stances or governed by the balance 
of power,” the paper quoted the 
King as saying. 

The king’s rematks were con- 
tained in an interview which Am- 
Men Eadio said took place on Av- 
gust 15. 

Husgein added that any solution ig- 
noring the legitimate rights of the 
Palestinians and not based on the 
U.N. Security Council resolution of 
November 1967 “will not be accepted 
by the coming generations and thus 
would not constitute a solution.” 

The Jordanian monarch said he 
did not expect a mew political initia- 
tive in the near future, “but an in- 
itlative might materialize early next 
year.” 

The King was answering a ques- 
tlon on whether there were any 
developments on the mission of U.N. 
Middle East envoy Gunnar Jarring. 

King Hussein described his plan 
for the United Arab Kingdom as 
“the firm and unchengeable frame- 
work for the same family when the 
rights and the land have been re- 
stored.” 


HUSSEIN PLAN 

The king last March 15 proposed 
the plan to set up 2 United Arab 
kingdom comprising the Weat and 
East banks of the Jordan. The pro- 
ject has aroused strong criticism 
from most of the Arab countries 
and was rejected by the Palestine 
terrorists. broke off diplo- 
matic relations with Jordan as 8 
result.

Nor do the Russians have any 
intention of returning their advisers 
to Egypt, as the British sent theirs 
back to Malta, even if Sadat were 
to relent, the analysts said. On the 
other hand, the Russians do not ex- 
pect Sadat to turn sharply to the 
West, tf only because his economy 
is mortgaged to Russia for many 
years to come, 

“We will remain close allies,” one 
analyst said. However, he admitted 
the fate of the Hgyptian stations 
for servicing of the Soviet navy 
remains an unsettled question. 

Nevertheless, Leonid Srezhnev, 
general secretary of the Soviet 
Communist Party, sees no need for 
the summit meeting Sadat is asking 
with him, the sources said. They 
said all matters of principle were 
settled when-Brezhnev met Egyptian 
Premier Aziz Sidky in Moscow in 
July, and routine matters can be 
handled through ordinary channels. 

The Soviet Union yesterday lashed 
out at suggestions the withdrawal of 
its military advisers from Egypt was 
less than voluntary and reafirmed 
its “strong bonds” with the Arab 
world, “The dirtiest methods are 
uged to distort the nature of Soviet- 
Arab relations," said an article in 
the newspaper “Krasneya Zvezda" 
(Red Star). 


STRONG BONDS 

There are "strong bonds between 
the Arab world and the International 
socialist community,” another news- 
paper, “Sovietskaya Rossiya” added. 

The positive commentaries on the 
present nature of the Soviet-Arab 
relationship followed sharp Soviet 
criticism of the Arab world on 
Wednesday for “insufficient unity” 
over the Middle East crisis. 

“Krasnaya Zvezda" made its re- 
sponse to what !t said was a 
“strongly stepped-up" propaganda 
campaign by ‘Western psychological 
warfare experts and some Arab 
newspapers” over the expulsion of 
the Soviet advisers, 

The newspaper reiterated the offi- 
elal Soviet position that the acvisers 
left because they accomplished their 
mission. 

Taking a conciltatory approach 
“Sovietskaya Rossiya" said ‘friend- 
ship between the Arab countries and 
the Soviet Union and other social- 
ist states is not an ornament which 
ean be replaced by another when 
one feels like changing it for some- 
thing new.”

BEIRUT. — Britain is ready to 
sell Chieftain tanks to Libya pro- 
vided it will accept anti-aircraft 
system it had ordered during the 
time of King Idriss, the newspaper 
“E-Sayad” reported yesterday. 

The paper said that £36m. is still 
deposited in Britain, paid by the 
previous regime as the first ad- 
vance payment for the anti-aircraft 
defence system. Libya, it reported, 
is willing to pay Britain compensa- 
tion for nationalization of British 
Petroleum but -stipulates that the 
frozen £36m. be deducted from the 
sum. 

But it said the British company 
supplying the system refuses, stat- 
ing it is a private firm which is 
not involved in government dealings. 

Meanwhile, the “Al-Anwar" daily 
said that an Egyptian milltary 
delegation Is inspecting the possi- 
bilities -of purchasing British-built 
Lightning fighter aircraft. The 

Egyptian team is currently visiting a

The Tunisian Minister was speak- 
ing at a banquet in the Great Hall 
of the People given in his honour 
by Chinese Foreign Minister Chi 
Peng-fel, who also attacked the 
two major powers for their Middle 
Bast policies. 

Naming the U.S. and the Soviet 
Union specifically, Mr. Masmoudi 
criticized the presence of their fleets 
in the Mediterranean, adding that 
it was not healthy that the two 
great powers used the ocean as an 
arena for thelr rivalry. 

As he said that, diplomats re- 
presenting the Soviet Union, Hun- 
gary, Poland, Mongolia, Czechoslova- 
kia, East Germany 
rose from their tables and left. The 
envoys were all representing their 
missions at the level of charge d'af- 
faires. None of the seven countries’ 
ambassadors were present.

Bomb scare on 
plane in Dublin 


DUBLIN (Reuter). — A bomb warn- 
ing and a ticking alarm clock put 
Dublin airport on emergency foot- 
ing yesterday as a crowded passen- 
ger jet was halted just before take- 
off, 


The jet, carrying 113 people in- 
cluding over 100 West German stu- 
dents, was brought to a screaming 
halt on its takeoff rum when the 
control tower received a telephone 
call saying there was a bomb 
on 

The crew and passengers on the 
Jet, a BAC-111 belonging to the 
British charter company Court Line, 
scrambled out of doors and hatches, 
while security experts moved in to 
check the aircraft. 

Among the luggage they discov- 
ered a case giving out a loud tick- 
ing noise. The runway was closed 
while the case was carefully opened 
— and found to contain an alarm 
clock.

STOCKHOLM (AP). 
writer Alexander Solzhenitsyn, 
whose works are banned in his 


own homeland, delivered a blister- ἡ 


ing attack on censorship and poli- 
tical suppression in a Nobel Prize 
lecture surprisingly published here 
yesterday. 

Solzhenitsyn also lashed out 
against political terror, oppression 
of opinion, national chauvinism and 


. suppression of freedom of indivi- 


duals and nations in his lecture, 
which covered 12 es in “Le 
Prix Nobel in 1971," traditional an- 
nual publication of the Nobel Foun- 
dation. 

The lecture should traditionally 
have been delivered at the Nobel 
Prize Banquet in 1970, but the lau- 
reate was not allowed to attend. 
Though it does not refer to the 
U.S.S.R. expiicity, the lecture makes 
it obvious much of the criticism 
is directed against the Soviet re- 
gime. 

Dr. Karl Ragner Glerow, perma- 
nent secretary of the Swedish Aca- 
demy of Literature which awarded 
Solzhenitsyn the prize, said that 
the lecture “was identical" with a 
speech Solzhenitsyn had prepared 
for a prize-awarding ceremony sche- 
duled to take place in a private 
home in Moscow last Easter. The 
ceremony was cancelled because 
Soviet authorities refused to grant 
Dr. Gierow a visa. 

All recent works by Solzhenit- 
syo — who spent eight years in 
Soviet labour camps and three in 
exile for remarks he made about 
Stalin — are banned in the Soviet 
Union. He was also expelled from 
the Soviet Writers’ Union and some 
of his friends, like world famous 
cellist Mstislav Rostropovich, have 
been censured by Soviet author- 
ities. 

Nothing, however, has so far 
stopped Solzhenitsyn from critici- 
zing what he considers wrong. Since 
he was awarded the Nobel Prize, 
the first part of an epic of the 
First World War, “August 1914" 
has been published abroad. 

In his Nobel lecture, Solzhenit- 
syn, dwelling on the theme of li- 
terature and power said: 


-- Russian , 
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ALEXANDER SOLZHENITSYN 


“Woe to that nation whose lti- 
terature is disturbed by the Iioter- 
vention of power. Because that is 
not just a violation against freedom 
of print, it is the closing dowa 
of the heart of the nation, a slash- 
ing to pleces of its memory. The 
nation ceases to be mindful of it- 
self. It is deprived of its spiri- 
tual unity, and despite a suppo- 
sedly common language, compat- 
riots suddenly cease to understand 
one another..." Ῥ 

For Solzhenitsyn, the spirit of 
Munich — appeasement — is not a 
phenomenon of the pest. 

“I venture to say that the spirit 
of Munich prevails in the twen- 
tieth century, the timi¢c civilized 
world has found nothing with which 
to oppose the onslaught of a sud- 
den revival of bareface barbarity 
other than concessions and smiles... 

“But,” Solzhenitsyn warned, "the 
price of cowardice will only be 
evil, we shatl reap courage and 
victory only when we dare tomake 
Sacrifices,” 

He bitterly criticized the U.N. 
which he described as an “immo- 
ral institution in an immoral world. 

“It ig not a United Nations Or- 
ganization but @ United Govern- 
meuts Organization where all gov- 
ernments stand equal: those which 
are freely elected, those imposed

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Massive British airlift planned for Ugandan Asians 


LONDON. — Seven British air- 
Hnes have teamed up for what could 
be the biggest civilian airlift in his- 
tory — the evacuation of 655,000 
Astans from Uganda. 

The refugee flights — dubbed 
“Operation Uganda” — are expec- 
ted to start September 10. With 
an average of 200 expelled Asians 
to a plane, at least three lifts a 
day will be required to meet Pre- 
sident Idi Amin’s November 1 dead- 
Tine. 

The scheme brought together the 
state-owned Gritish. Overseas Air- 
ways Corp, — BOAC — and six 
independents, for tir;-first time in 
ἃ coorainntad operation.

This so-called “regenerative brak- 
ing” would result in a tremendous 
saving in fuel and power for pub- 
Yc transport vehicles, such as buses 
and trains, which utilize a tremen- 
dous amount of energy in acceler- 
ation, and then lose it all again 
when stopping, repeating the pro- 
cess three or four times a kdlo- 


metre. 
HYBRDD SYSTEM 

Asecond possibility, and maybe 8 
more practical one at the moment, 
would be the hybrid system, using 
a conventional engine together with 
a flywheel, the latter supplying the 
energy for sudden acceleration, such 
as starting. overtaking and climb- 
ing hills. The other engine would 
be used for cruising, with a very 
low fuel consumption. A hybrid 
system such as this is.about to be 
put into use on the American sub- 
way system — initially in New 
York, where at the end of this year 
two carriages are going to be 
equipped with regenerative braking 
in addition to the regular motors. 
“At the beginning of a run, the fly- 
wheel will be spun to 14,000 r.p.m. 
by a motor, which will in turn gen- 
erate electricity during peak de- 
mand — namely, during acceler- 
ation out of a station.

ping and starting involve the great- 
est drain on the electricity supplied 
to the subway; which uses 10 per 
cent of the city’s total capacity, 
most of it during the rush hour, 
one realizes that this could result 
in a substantial saving, more than 
Tepaying thé initial $2m. outlay. 

Incidentally, this fs not the first 
time the flywheel will be used in 
public transport. The Swiss ran 
the Hlectro-Gyro Omnibus very suc- 
cessfully from 1953 to 1969 on the 
flywheel system. It wasn’t as effi- 
clent as the new systems, but it 
worked. ὴ 

So, will we be using spinning- 
top cars in the near future? The 
answer 1s probably no for the 
“straight,” and possibly yes for the 
hybrid. It is quite likely that if the 
technical problems of the electric 
ear are solved, the flywheel will 
play a great part. Also, we can 
look forward to increasing use in 
public systems. 

TOO HEAVY? 

But there are still many prob- 
Jems to be solved. The wheel is 
very heavy and stores a tremendous 
amount of energy. What will hap- 
peo in an accident? Will it break 
loose and wreak havoc, or will the 
use of brittle materials ensure that 
it shatters? What about the many 
forces acting on 8 rapidly revolv- 
ing body? Gyroscopic forces can 
overturn a vehicle when it attempts 


to turn a corner, and an effect 
called gyroscopic precession, which 
is similar to the wobble of a top 
about its axis, will also cause prob- 
lems. The need to maintain a vacuum 
will mean airtight or magnetic 
bearings, along with a pump or 
other ‘bits of bardware, These and 
the many other problems can and 
will be solved and we can all look 
forward to the next stage in pub- 
Uc transport.

Godard withdraws film 
from Venice festival 


VENICE (Reuter). ~- The Venice 
Film Festival has run into its first 
major hurde only a few days after 
the official opening with the with- 
drawal of left-wing French director 
Jean Luc Godard’s picture ‘Tout 
Va Bien.” 


The film, which stars Yves Mon- 
tand and Jane Fonda and deals with 
left-wing student and worker ac- 
tivity following the Paris riots of 
1968, may still be shown, however, 
if copies arrive in Venice, 

Such troubles are nothing new to 
the festival, which for some years 
has run into criticism and boycotts 
‘by leftist film-makers who claimed 
that the competitive aspect turned 
the event into a predominantly com- 
mercial exercise. 

This year, a rival ‘“anti-festival" 
has been set up by a group of 
young Italian directors protesting 
at their alleged exclusion from the 
main event. 

A telegram last night from Mr. 
Godard to the festival director, the 
long-suffering Gian Luigi Rondi, 
said, “considering the anti-democra- 
tie character of the current Venice 
fesHval, we have decided to with- 
draw our film “Tout Va Bien.”

1972, Sunfrost exports are estimated

Last year, an attempt was 
made 'to join hands with Green 
Giant Inc., another major ‘American 
food ‘producer, but nothing came of 
it, probably because Green Giant 
was more clear-sighted than Sea- 
brook (and 5150 less interested in 
Seining goodwill as the sole import- 
er of Israel-grown, kosher frozen 
foods). The present method of 
operation may eventually put ‘the 
company on an even keel, but to 
achieve this additional funds must 
be committed, and Sunfrost’s man- 
agerial structure must be reform- 
ed. The current set-up, with Sea- 
brook effectively in charge of pro- 
duction and sales while finance and 
administration are. controlled ‘by 
Clai, does not seem to be working 
well, and ‘the resulting friction must 
inevitably handicap the company’s 
recovery no less than shortage 
of capital. 


Soviets using more home

MOSCOW (Ofns). — 
[T= pattern of consump- 
tion in the U.S.S.R. is changing. 
Until now most electricity has been 
consumed by Soviet industry, partly 
because industry was Ueliberately 
given top priority, but in part it 
was also arefiection of the relatively 
poor state of the consumers and 
agricuiture. ᾿ 

Now, Soviet planning experts re- 
port, that while the absolute growth 
in Industrial consumption of elec- 
tricity is considerable, consumption 
by domestic consumers and by agri- 

culture 18 growing faster. 
The social significance of this is 
considerable, even if the Soviet offi- 
cials -hesitate to spell it out Tt 


means that modernization of agri-_ 


culture is at last getting off the 
ground, and that power tools instead 
of merely mechanized tools are be- 
ing introduced in the countrynde on 
a large scale. ᾿ 

The growth of domestic consump- 
tion implies that households are gra- 
dually getting equipment that has 
jong been an essential part of the 
households in_the West: televisions, 
washing’ and bewing machines, food, 
mixers, hair-dryers, vacuum 
ers and other gadgets all of which 
were scarce only five years ago. 

Nevertheless, per capita electricity 
consumption in the Soviet Union is 
stl low, not only in relation to the 

estern countries but also compared 
with Eastern Europe.

Israeli firm 
wins bid for

A $10m. contract to set up three 
factories in Yugoslavia has deen won 
by the Israeli Brake Band Company. 
Two of them will make (as the 
name of the firm indicates) brake 
bands, also brake and clutch discs, 
while the third will make a raw 
material (of asbestos and resin) for 
the other two. 

This follows the recent construc- 
tion by the company of a brake 
band factory jn Rumania. Three ap- 
plicants competed for the Yugoslav 
contract, including one from the 
U.S. and one from West Germany.

THE RACE BEGINS | 


THE Republican Convention in 
Miami Beach ran- true to 
form, designed not for drama, 
since the result was never in 
doubt. but as a great display 
of party unity and the ethos 
of Middle America which the 
Republicans call their own. 

_ Only those interested in poli- 
tical detail paid attention to 
the sparring between the con- 
servative and liberal wings of 
the party in the convention pre- 
liminaries. But even that tussie 
was not about the present cam- 
paign or party platform. Rather 
tt referred to the future, four 
and eight years hence. 

For the fact is that Mr. 
Nixon has been able in subtle 
manner to muffle the traditional 
conflict in his party between 
the urban Eastern liberals and 
the rural Midwestern and 
Southern conservatives. He has 
on matters cf policy, both do- 
mestic and foreign, adopted po- 
sitions which border on con- 
servative heresy. to wit his 
overtures to Peking and Mos- 
cow and delicate but decisive 
turn on Taiwan, 

This posture reflects itself as 
well in the composition of his 
Cabinet and the array of ad- 
visers who surround him. 

But on all matters of party 
organization, patronage and rhe- 
toric, Mr. Nixon has courted 


conservative sentiment and con- 
ceras. And there are ‘those who 
see Vice-President Agnew's role 
as symbolic of this double- 
edged tactic. He represents the 
conservative bloc, but has no 
role in the formulation of policy. 

Having in this way brid 
the in his party, and chal- 
fenged by ἃ 
didate who has staked out a 
position to his left, Mr. Nixon 
and his campaign sirategists 
feel they can legitimately claim, 
and go a long way toward cap- 
turing, the American centre. 

Victory would give Mr. Nixon 
prospects of solidifying a new 
fusion in his party. Defeat 
would leave it again in sham- 
Dies. 

For Mr. McGovern and the 
Democrats the stakes are re- 
versed. Victory would stoke all 
the reformist engines and eclipse 
tae old formulas and com- 
promises whieh kept the Dem- 
ocrat coalition intact: defeat 
would perhaps alienate the more 
radica) fringe, but probably 
drive the party as a whole back 
to the centrist ‘position it cul- 
tivated for so long. 

Thus as the U.S. presidential 
campaign gets under way it is 
the future character of the two 
parties as well as the substance 
of policy that is being put to 
decision.

Mr. Dayan’s feelers were rejected 
by Cairo’s news media, but not by

Cairo, at the moment, appears to 
be preoceupled with a world-wide 
diplomatic offensive whose main ‘aim 
fs to introduce Egypt to the out- 
side world in a new light, follow- 
ing the Russian pullout. This recails 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat’s 
comment that with the pullout, 
Egypt has come out of a sealed 
enclosure. 

The offensive's other atm is 
Egypt's bld to rally world-wide sup- 
port for next month's session of the 
U.N. General Assembly, where 
Egypt, as well as Lebanon, was 
reportedly planning to submit new 
Middle East Initlatives within the 
framework of Security Council re- 
solution 242, 

Egyptian Foreign Minister Murad 
Ghaleb, just winding up a Latin 
American tour, is scheduled to visit 
& number of European countries, in~ 
cluding France, in this regard. 
France is said to be behind a 
planned joint Middie East move by 
the 10 European Common Market 
countries. 
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Egypt's 2im in the current diplo- 
matic activity is believed to be the 
creation of massive pressure on the 
US., which in Cairo’s view holds the 
Key- to a Middle Hast settlement. 

Simultaneously Cairo has quietly 
been conducting a dialogue with 
Washington. The dialogue evidently 
began after the Russian pullout from 
Egypt, and was stepped up recently 
through a number of joint meetings, 
one of which involved Secretary of 
State William Rogers and Egypt's 
chief diplomat in Washingtor, Ah- 
med Khalil He told his government 
last week that the U.S. was pre- 
pared to take part in a new Middle 
Hast initiative if Egypt agreed. 

But if Cairo does not respond to 
Israel's moves, particularly Dayan’s 
recent gesture, ft will be clear that 
Egypt is not heading seriously for 
progress towards peace. Cairo seems 
iz the element of time, 
which is vital in this situation; but 
the U.S. presidential elections, and 
internal challenges and relations with 
the Soviet Union are bound to 
change the situation later.
